Secretaries of State, and the other Lords of Privy Council, at preſent at Court in E-gland, as is fully Certified, by Her 


Majeſties ſigned Oath and Atteſtation made thereupon, tranſmitted to the Lords of Privy Council, and by their Order re- 


corded in the Books thereof. Therefore, We the Lords ot Her Majeſties Privy Council, Authorized in that Capacity, by Her 
Majeſties Letter bearing Date, at St. Jawes's, the Eight of March inſtant. Do with the Concurrence of ſeveral other Lords, 


Barrons, and Burgeſſes of this Realm, Declare and Proclaim, Our (aid Soveraign Lady Queen ANN, to be by Lawful and 


Undoubted Right and Succeſſion, Queen of Scotland, and alone Soyeraign of this Kingdom; Hereby Aſſerting, Recog® 


liam of glorious and bleſſed Memory, from this Mortal Lite, and a Temporary Crown, to Inherit an E- ' 


nizing, and Acknowledging Her Mijeſties Royal Power and Authority over the ſaid Kingdom: And Her Undoubted - 


Right and Title to the Imperial Crown thereof: Promiſing, that We (hall bear True and Faithful Alledgiance, unto Our 


ſaid Sacred Soveraign, and Ad here to, Maintain and Defend Her Royal Perſon and Government with Our Lives and For- 
tunes againſt all Deadly: And we ordain this Our Declaration and Proclaryation, to be immediatly Publiſhed at the Mer- 


cat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and at the Mercat- Croſſes of th: Head Burghs of all the Shires, Ste wartties, Bailliaries and Regalities - 


within this Kingdom, with all due and vſual Solemnities, and Ordains thele preſents to be Printed and Publiſhed.
